tributed. Once this grievous omission is brought 
to the notice of Her Majesty, no one could more 
heartily regret such signal neglect than the nobiest 
gentlewoman in the land. It is earnestly to 
be hoped that the Queen, in the event of our 
much - valued War Correspondents return- 
ing safely from South Africa — as we 
sincerely trust they may—will see that some | 
befitting honour is bestowed upon those who 
are most distinguished.

berg, was scattered, but the only casualties were 
Lieutenant T. G. Gibson dangerously wounded, 
and three men also wounded. 

When the enemy gave way the 10th Hussars 
were sent against them, and kept them on the 
move. Major Harvey, in command of the regi- 
ment, was killed at the head of his слеп, and his 
second in command, Major Alexander, was 
wounded. 

The news received last Sunday night with 
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reference to General French’s operations was of 
а serious character. During an attack on the 
Boer position by companies of the 
lst Suffolk Regiment, at Colesberg, 

in the early morning of Saturday, an order for 
the retirement of our troops was given, it is 
said, by the enemy.’ Three-quarters of the force 
retreated to camp, the remainder holding their 
ground till, overpowered by greater numbers, 
they surrendered. Seventy were taken prisoners, 
including seven officers. Colonel Watson was 
wounded. The Ist Essex Regiment was sent 
to replace the Ist Suffolk.

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Capture of the ''Bundesrath."— Germany has 
been awakened regarding the seizure of the liner Bundesrath 
by the British cruiser’ Magicienne off the coast of Delagoa 
Bay. According to the Daily News, although all the 
German papers arrive at the conclusion that, under 
certain circumstances, England is perfectly entitled 
to act as she has done, yet applied to the practical 
eases in question, they will not hear anything of such 
judicial considerations. The German East African Line, 
to which the Bundesrath belongs, has stated that, im 
order to avoid amy objection being raised by the British 
in connection with the war, they have taken steps to 
exclude from shipment by their vessels everything that 
could be regarded as contraband. With íhis object, 
although they in no мау admitted any obligation to do so, 
and simply to avoid difficulties and in order not to cause 
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inconvenience to consigners of other goods, immediately 
after the outbreak of war, they did not send on to their 
destination consignments of arms and ammunition which 
were already on board two of their vessels, but had them 
landed at Dar-es-Salaam and Port Said respectively. The 
Bundesrath is a steamer of 2084 tons, being built in Ham- 
burg ten years ago for the German East African Line. Her 
principal dimensions are: Length, 310ft.; breadth, 38ft.; 
epth, 23 ft. 3 in.
